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1. SUMMARY: EMBASSY IS SATISFIED WITH DATA EXCHANGE AR- 
RANGEMENTS AND CONSIDERS THEM AND THEIR PRODUCT USEFUL 
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2. WE HAVE A HOST OF DATA EXCHANGE AGREEMENTS WITH THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AT A VARIETY OF LEVELS AND ACROSS A BROAD 
SPECTRUM OF MUTUAL INTERESTS. MANY - BUT BY NO MEANS ALL 
- OF THE MILITARY UNDERTAKINGS OCCUR UNDER THE UMBRELLA- 
LIKE 1961 CARROL-STRONG INTELLIGENCE EXCHANGE AGREEMENT 
AND THE 1964 BASIC STANDARDIZATION AGREEMENT (ABCA) 

REACHED BY THE ARMIES OF THE US, UK, CANADA AND AUSTRALIA. 

IN EACH CASE. THE NUMBER OF US MILITARY PERSONNEL INVOLVED 
HERE IS MODEST (AND WE UNDERSTAND MANNING OF THE ARMY 
STANDARDIZATION GROUP IS TO BE REDUCED IN THE NEAR FUTURE) 
AND IMPACT ON US-UK RELATIONS IS POSITIVE. THE EMBASSY'S 
DEFENSE ATTACHE OFFICE ALSO MONITORS ROUTINELY AGREEMENTS 
BETWEEN THE DEFENSE MAPPING AGENCY AND THE ARMY CORPS OF 
ENGINEERS AND THEIR BRITISH COUNTERPARTS. 

3. WE CONSIDER THE IMPACT OF THESE MILITARY-TO-MILITARY 
ARRANGEMENTS ON BILATERAL RELATIONS TO BE QUITE FAVORABLE. 
MOREOVER, SUCH EXCHANGES HAVE FOSTERED A USEFUL REVERSE 
FLOW OF INFORMATION (E.G. THE U.S. HAS BENEFITED GREATLY 
FROM THE RECEIPT OF LARGE AMOUNTS OF BRITISH TANK TECHNO- 
LOGY) AND HAVE HELPED PROMOTE U.S. MILITARY SALES. 

4. WE HAVE FOUND THE DATA EXCHANGE ARRAGEMENTS ENTIRELY 
SATISFACTORY IN EVERY RESPECT AND A POSITIVE SUPPORT TO 
THE OVERALL U.S. INTERESTS IN THE UK. EMBASSY CONTROL 

OF SUCH ARRANGEMENTS HAS BEEN NEITHER CLOSE NOR BY ANY 
MEANS COMPLETE, LARGELY AS A RESULT OF THE GENERAL INTI- 
MACY OF US-UK TIES. WE SUSPECT THAT TIGHTER CONTROLS 
WOULD BE DESIRABLE IN OTHER COUNTRIES (WHERE THE SPECIAL 
US-UK RELATIONSHIP DOES NOT EXIST). 
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
